Washington, Jane I. — Th® naval 
officials were considerable 
mystified 
throughout yesterday by the report* of 
the engagement off Santiago. 
At the 
oui set there wa* complete scepticism 
aud a disposition to treat the reported 
action ae a myth. 
Gradually, ae the 
day advanced the corroborative evidence 1 
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coming from many quarters, including 
the official announcements from Havana 
aud Madrid, led the officials to concede 
that sonic engagement had taken place, 
although they did not regard it aa a 
serious one. 
No tm lief jus were issued 
by the department daring the day, aud 
at the clour of office boars it was stated 
that no dispatches from Commodore 
Schley had been received during the 
day. 
There is reason to believe, how­ 
ever, that the department received in­ 
direct advices through the state dejiart- 
uaent, possibly not bearing oat the de­ 
tailed press dispatches, bat sufficient to 
indicate that an engagement of some 
kind had occurred at Santiago. 
The 
imprearion obtained that in 
of the general instructions to all United 
States naval commander* on the Caban 
coast to prevent the construction or 
strengthening of batteries by the Span­ 
iards, Commodore Schley, observing 
work of this kind poi»g cm at Motto 
Castle, had drawn his fleet up close 
enough to stop it. 
It is not believed for an instant that 
he made any real attempt to enter the 
harbor although it is entirely conceiva­ 
ble that while engaged in the lark of 
shelling the shore batteries, finding the 
Cristobal Colon in range he contd not 
resist the temptation to try a few shots 
at her. 
The statement from Madrid, in what 
seemed to be almost * nu-official form 
of the near ness of the Ananda! stnn- 
geurv tln-re. and the plain intimation 
that lite Kauk of Spain, and couaeqaent- 
ly Spain, were nearing to the end of 
their financial resources was regarded at 
the -t-te department as of more real 
s-igu.fi. .ut e than many of the stories of 
battles on laud and sea that have been 
coining over the cable* for the post few 
week*. 
Tho effect of this notice may lie 
to basten the operation* against Porto 
Hico, lest the prize slip from our grasp 


through a sudden aea unexpected ter­ 
mination of the war. 
Krill*newt of a Forward Movement. 
An additional evidence that th* actual 
forward movement of the army and 
navy was liegnn was given in the action 
of the foreign naval and military ob­ 
servers. 
They have bran sojourning 
leisurely in Washington for some time. 
within the last week all of them have 
started for Florida, 
The British naval 
aud military attaches were the first to 
leave, aud now they have been followed 
by the German, Austrian, 
Russian, 
Swedish, Norwegian and Japanese ob­ 
servers. 
The government of Norway 
aud Sweden has no less than six mili­ 
tary and naval experts to observe vari­ 
ous branches of the warfare. 
They in­ 
clude Commanders Anderson, Dahlgren 
and Cade, and lieutenant Gechnayden 
of the navy and Captains Wester aud 
Stung of the army. 
They have all gone 
to Tampa. 
For the first time since the beginning 
of hostilities there appears to be some­ 
thing in the nature of an official state­ 
ment of the plan of campaign of the 
United Stares government. 
This was 
contained in a letter of Secretary Alger 
to the speaker of the boose transmitting 
certain recommendations, which dis­ 
closed the purpose to send 70,000 men to 
Chiba, 20,000 to start at once and the re­ 
nin mder just as soon os they can be 
made ready fur departure.

was an estimate for establishiug elec­
